OMAHA, Nebr., Jan. 13—Tes-

At the same time the 
Secretary of ‘the Treasury was 
John W. Snyder, former St. 
Louisan, whose department in- 
cluded the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau. This division of the Treas- 
ury Department is now called 
Internal Revenue Service. 
Snyder, a former banker, fs 
now an official of an automotive 
manufacturing firm in Toledo,

Reported Threat by Judge. 


When United States District 
Judge George H. Moore of St. 
Louis became disgusted with at- 
tempts within the Government 
to whitewash Finnegan in 1950 
and 1951, he reportedly 
Schoeneman ahd said he 
going to start a grand jury in- 
vestigation of Finnegan if 
Schoeneman did not do the job. 

The collector was subsequent- 
ly indicted for misconduct in of- 
fice by a federal grand jury 
working under stern instruc- 
tions from Judge Moore. Finne- 
gan was tried, convicted of mis- 
conduct in office and is now 
serving a two-year prison term 
at Terre Haute, Ind. He has 
been brought here to testify be- 
fore the grand jury. 

Schoeneman, after getting 
Judge Moore’s message in early 
1951, was reported to have con- 
ferred with other top officials 
in the Government as to what 
course he should take. 

Complicating Schoenemans 
problem, it has since been 
learned, was the appearance in 
Washington of two other Intern- 
al. Revenue officials, who were 
reported to have pleaded with 
Schoeneman to “stall” an inves- 
tigation at St. Louis until they 
could get their own affairs 
straightened out. 

Schoeneman’s testimony in the 
present inquiry is for the pur- 
pose of determining who, above 
him, ordered the Finnegan in- 
vestigation to be whitewash. 

Other Inquiries Proposed.

The 
announcement gave no details 
on Lara’s background, It said 
that large stores of ammunition, 
including seven Browning ma- 
ehine guns and many Mauser 
rifles, were seized from retreat- 
ing rebel forces. 

‘Many’ Others Captured. 

The announcement said that 
in addition to Lara, “many” 
other rebels were captured, in- 
cluding two seriously wounded. 
(The United Press said that 
the commission’s first act was 
to order Lara brought before it 
for questioning. Presumably 
nine other rebels captured along 
with Lara will be questioned 
also in an effort to pin down 
responsibility for the attacks. 

(The commission also will ex- 
amine Costa Rican claims that 
rebel planes parachuted machine 
guns and rifles, bearing the 
Soviet hammer and sickle mark- 
ing to peasants in the Villa 
Quesada area, near the capital 
city, the U.P. said.) 

A nervous airport guard fired 
a shot at a United States Air 
Force transport arriving just in 
advance of the commission. The 
plane was a considerable dis- 
tance away and the shot was 
aimed low, so no damage was 
done.

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Will Be Accepted. 


The St. Louis Metropolitan 
Sewer District will seek modifi- 
cation of.the Missouri Supreme 
Court opinion last Monday de- 
claring the district’s method of 
taxation illegal, John P. Me- 
Cammon, attorney for the dis- 
trict, told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day. Validity of the district was 
upheld by the court, however. 

In that opinion, the court 
found that a levy of 2 cents in 
the city portion of the district 
and 3 cents in the St. Louis 


county portion violated the Mis- 
souri Consitution’s prohibition 
against different rates in differ- 
ent parts of the district for gen- 
eral revenue purposes. 

The different rates were fixed 
by district trustees in an effort 
to equalize the tax burden be- 
tween residents of the two areas, 
since assessments on city real 
estate are about twice as high as 
county assessments. 

Ordinarily, this would have 
called for a 2-cent and 4-cent 
differential, but because other 
types of property on which the 
assessment is more nearly equal 
make up a substantial part of 
the county tax base, the 2-cent 
and 3-cent rates were selected. 
In the ordinance setting the 
rates, the trustees made findings 
of fact to the effect that the pro- 
tection of the public health re- 
quired the immediate establish- 
ment of subdistricts on a water- 
shed basis for the Coldwater, 
Maline and Gravois creek water- 
sheds. 

It was further found that 
preparation of plans and cost 
estimates for trunk sewer con- 
struction in those subdistricts 
was immediately necessary. It

“In our motion to modify the 
ruling, we hope to convince the 
court that these findings of fact 
are binding upon it and that the 
difference in rates is intended 
to achieve the very equality of 
‘taxation the Constitution de- 
mands,” McCammon said.

U.S. BASES EXPOSE 
BRITAIN TO ATOMIC 
‘HELL,’ REDS WARN 


MOSCOW, Jan. 13 (AP)—Lit- 
erary Gazette warned Britain 
today that if some United States 
military leaders “try to realize 
their monstrous plans they can 
finally place the British Isles in 
the real hell of an atomic war.” 

The journal made the first 
mention here of London’s note 
Tuesday evening denying Soviet 
charges that the American 


forces on British soil plan an 
atomic attack on Russia. 

The Literary Gazette men- 
tioned the note only as the basis 
for a new attack on Brig. Gen. 
John D. Stevenson, commander 
of the Forty-ninth United States 
Air Division in Britain. It la- 
beled untrue his recent state- 
ments that United States bomb- 
ers are based in Britain for de- 
fensive purposes. 

“It is clear to every thinking 
Englishman that the presence 
of American atomic bombers on 
English territory is a mortal 
threat for the security of their 
country,” the Gazette said. “If 
candidates for war criminal 
status like Stevenson try to real- 
ize their monstrous plans, they 
ean finally place the British

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower asked 
Congress today to extend the 
draft for four years, set up a 
reserve training program for 
young men 17 and 18 years old 
and increase the pay of the 
armed services. 

Mr. Eisenhower proposed an 
aggregate pay increase of 6.7 
per cent in military pay. This 


is estimated to cost about $750,- 
000,000 in pay and allowances 
for men and women already in 
the armed services. 

Defense officials said im- 
proved fringe benefits also rec- 
ommended by the President for 
the active forces could increase 
extra costs to around à billion a 
year. But this would be just 
about offset By sa from ‘a 

lanned reduction of about 368,- 

men in military strength by 

mid-1956. 
New Reserve Pian. 

Here is the new “natiegal re- 
serve plan” in brief: 

1. Continue for four more 
years the draft law ‘under 
which men 18% through 25 
can be called for 24 months 
active military duty. 

2. Extend the special doctor 
and dentist draft law for two 


years. 9 

3. Divide military reserves 
into two groups: one organized 
and ready for “immediate” 
mobilization; the other, con- 
sisting of men with prior ac- 
tive service, non-o | 
and subject to selective recall 
only in event of a general 
mobilization. 

4. Create a new training 
Plan for youths 17 and 18, 
who would serve for six 
months at a pay of $30 per 
month, then go into the ace’ 
tive reserves for nine and one-. 
half years. In the absence of 
enough volunteers, draft 
boards would pick men for 
this training. . 

5. Send men volunteering 
for the National Guard 
through an initial period of 
basic training in the active 
forces. Now they enter the 
Guard untrained, the Presi- 
dent noted. 

6. Continue voluntary re- 
cruiting for the National 
Guard, but provide also for 
assignment to the Guard of 
qualified men who have fin- 
ished their required active 
duty; this would be subject, 
however, to approval of state. 
Governors. 

7. Make service in the re- 
serves, for the first time, com- 
pulsory. (Under present law, 
men released from active duty 
usually are reservists only on 
paper.) Honorable discharges 
would be withheld until re- 
serve duty was finished, and 
would be denied to men wo 
fail to comply. 

8. Give states authority to . 
raise and maintain “organ- 
ized militia” to replace Na- 
tional Guard troops when the 
latter are called to federal 
duty. 

Mr. Eisenhower gave no fig¢ 
ure as to how many “volunteers” 
would be needed for the new 
reserve training plan—he said 
an “adequate” number. The De- 
fense Department has said the 
goal is 100,000 a year to start.

Men not volunteering, or se- 
lected, for this program would 
continue subject to calls by their 
draft boards for two years of 
regular military duty, as at 
present. 

The President emphasized that 
the draft term must be retained 
at two years. Some Senators 
have proposed cutting it. But 
Mr. Eisenhower said experience 
has demonstrated that “shorten- 
ing the term of service would 
seriously damage the combat 
readiness of our active forces.”

Offers 


Pounds on Competi- 
tive Basis — Few Buy- 


ers at 41 Cents a Lb. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP 
—The Agriculture Department 


has offered 10,000,000 pounds of | . 


surplus butter for export sale 
on a competitive bid basis. 

It is a move to encourage 
sales. Since last June, the De- 
partment has been offering but- 
ter for export at 41 cents a 
pound, but less than 2,000,000 
pounds have been sold. 

The Department said yester- 
day that sales on a bid basis 
would make the price competi- 
tive in world markets. 

Offers will be considered 
Monday of each week, beginning 
Jan. 24, until the quantity of 
butter is sold or the program 
terminated. No additional butter 
will be sold on this basis before 
March 1. 

Acquired under a farm price 
support program, the butter cost 
about 58 cents a pound. It is 
being offered in the domestic 
market at 61 cents. 

The department said that it 
wished to emphasize that it has 
no intention of offering or sell- 
ing large quantities of butter on 
any basis that might seriously 
depress world price levels or dis- 
rupt markets. 

Past efforts by the depart- 
ment to move the butter into the 


world markets have brought pro- 


tests from some other dairy pro- 
ducing countries that the United 
States was engaging in export 
dumping. 

The department started the 
year with surplus stocks of 266,- 
000,000 pounds of butter com- 
pared with 257,000,000 pounds a 
year earHMer. It also held 335,- 
000,000 pounds of cheese com- 
pared with 255,000,000 a year 
earlier and 92,000,000 pounds of 
dried milk compared with 432,- 
000,000 a year ago. Thése prod- 
ucts, like butter, were acquired

under support programs. 

The department also reported 
that its purchases of butter un- 
dér support operations in 1954 
totaled’ 325,000,000 pounds of 
butter compared with 359,000,- 
000 pounds in 1953, 358,000,000 
pounds of cheese compared with 
291,000,000 and 646,000,000 
pounds of dried milk eompared 
with 587,000,000. 

The department also reported 
that it disposed of 316,000,000 
pounds of butter, 297,000,000 
pounds of cheese and 986,000,- 
000 pounds of dried milk in 1954, 
mostly through welfare and re- 
lief programs. 


SOUTH KOREA WILL 
OPEN DOORS TO 
FOREIGN CAPITAL 


SEOUL, Jan. 13 (AP)—South 
Korea plans a switch to the free 
enterprise system by opening its 
doors to foreign capital, the gov- 
ernment said today. Virtually 
all enterprise is now run by 
state-controlled corporations. 

Finance Minister Lee Joong- 
jai said the government will in- 
troduce a bill in the National 
Assembly next month to pave 
the way for a steady influx of 
foreign money needed to de- 
velop the war-torn republic. 

He said the contemplated leg- 
islation is intended to attract 
foreign investment to a wide 
field of industrial and mining 
activities, and fo insure free re- 
mittance of profits from Korea 
to the investor’s country. 

Lee said the legislation would 
also provide that foreign shares 


will be limited to less than half 
of those in a single firm. 

The finance minister also an- 
nounced an administrative mea- 
sure to eliminate or reduce 
taxes on capital nivested in vi- 
tal industries, the banking sys- 
tem, and pioneering — 
regardless of the sources of the 
capital,

The Democratic City Central Committee has 
been unmasked as the principal roadblock to 
Charter reform in St. Louis. As Adolph J. Rahm 
of the Post-Dispatch staff has made strikingly 
clear, committee members are f so well 
from the public trough that they have no inten- 
tion of permitting the Board of Aldermen to dis 
cuss such silly business as a new Charter. 

And since most of the 19 active Democratic 
Aldermen appear to be willing to play the role 
of stooge and mouthpiece for the committee, this 
is no idle threat. The hard truth seems to be that 
most of the Democratic Aldermen represent the 
City Committee first and the people last. 

The Democratic City Committee gets its power 
to ignore the people, and to make Aldermen 
cringe, from its control of St. Louis’s so-called 
“sounty” layer of government. This is where the 
patronage lies. Almost all the top jobs in this 
layer are filled by members of the committee. 
They in turn appoint other committee members 
and deserving precinct captains and other ward 
workers to round out their staffs. The judicious 
use of this patronage helps them keep a tight 
control of the party organization in their home 
wards, and thus of individual] aldermen. 

> „ > 

A representative example is John J. Dwyer, 
chairman of the City Committee. He holds the 
elective office of City Treasurer at a salary of 
$8000 a year. He has hired among others a fel- 
low committee member, Roy J. Farrar of the 
Twentyseventh Ward, as a parking meter fore- 
man. This gives the chairman a direct voice in 
the affairs of two wards—his and Mr. Farrar’s. 

Mr. Dwyer and most of his fellows on the 
City Committee fear any attempt at Charter re- 
form for the simple reaspn it might put them 
out of business. And well it might. The proposed 
Charter of 1950, for example, provided among 
other things for the merger in a single Depart- 
ment of Finance of the three spoils-system of- 
fices now run by Treasurer Dwyer, License Col- 
lector Hayden and Collector Bannister. 

That Charter, drawn by a Board of Free- 
holders headed by Mayor Tucker, was defeated 
at the polls after a campaign of studied misrep- 
resentation. Since then the people have volun- 
tarily taken on the earnings tax load. They want 
efficiency and economy in all areas of local gov- 
ernment. And they are not likely to be deceived 
again. Evidently the politicians know it. 

How can the people tear down the roadblock 
that has been thrown up by the City Committee? 
Assuming that most of the Democratic Aldermen 
continue to play Charile McCarthy to the com- 
mittee’s Edgar Bergen, the people may have to 
resort to the initiative. That would force a special 
election for choosing Charter freeholders, 

But it would be only the beginning. The people 
then would have to make sure that the freehold- 
ers who were elected represented them and not 
the politicians. And then they would have to see 
that the finished Charter was adopted. 


„ * * 


One of the principal benefits of a new Char- 
ter eomplete home rule over the “county” layer 
of St. Louis government—lies withig the grant 
of the Democratic-controlled State Legislature. 
Representative A. Clifford Jones, Republican 
from Clayton, has prepared a measure that 
gives the city just such control. 

St. Louls county legislators whose constituents 
are paying the earnings tax certainly ought to 
support Mr. Jones's proposal. So should the 
city’s delegation, Not only would the bill require 
consolidation of offices at the county level; it 
also would spell the end of political patronage 
in the city. Those are fine objectives. 

The actions of four St. Louisans will be worth 
watching. State Senators Kinney, Webbe and 
Hilsman are Democratic City Committee mem- 
bers from the Sixth, Seventh and Twenty-eighth 
Wards; State Representative Jennie S. Walsh is 
Democratie committeewoman from the Seven- 
teenth Ward.

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How to Manufacture Home Runs 

The Cardinal front office has figured out that 
if there had been no wire screen in front of the 
right field pavilion last year the Cards would 
have made 35 more home runs while their 
opponents would have made 18 more.

Must Be as Effective as 


Those of Russia. 


The free world, if it to win 
the struggle for Asia, must find 
a way of aiding the new nations 
of Asia that is as effective as 


the help Russia is giving Com- | 
munist China, Arthur Holly 
Compton of Washington Univer- 
sitv said today. 

Compton, former university 
chancellor and now distinguished 
service professor of natural phi- 
losophy, addressed a luncheon 
meeting of the St. Louis Rotary 
Club at Hotel Statler. 

He said, direct government 
grants to Far Eastern countries 
are important, but the emphasis 
should be on encouraging in- 
vestments of private capital and 
on elimination of trade barriers. 

“The Soviets,” Compton said, | 
“have announced their new 
policy for the economie devel- 
opment of all parts of the Com- 
munist world, They have their 
blueprints .drawn and their 
building crews in action. 

“They believe they have the 
jump on the free world in the 
development of Asian economy. | 
The showdown is between Come | 
munist China, on the one hand, | 
and free Japan and India on the 
other.” 

Compton told his audience 
that a comparable program of 
help from the West would 
strengthen freeedom among 
Asian nations, stabilize the 
world’s economic and political 
life, and advance the prosperity 
and safety of the American 
people. 

Speaking of recent travels in 
the Orient, Compton said Asiatic 
leaders view Communist expan- 
sion as their major threat, but 
view with almost equal alarm 
America's insistence on strong 
defenses aaginst Communism's 
military advance. 

“They feel,” Compton ex- 
plained, “that this American 
threat is primarily against their 
economy. But there is a wide- 
spread reluctance against prep- 
aration for military defense. 
Such defense, they believe, is an 
invitation to attack.” 

Compton said Asians are 
deeply concerned with obtaining 
a more equitable share of the 
world’s good things. They are 
confident of suceeeding, he said, 
unless prevented by military ac- 
tion or by international eco- 
nomic restrictions.

GRAZIANI GIVEN FASCIST 
SALUTE BY FUNERAL CROWD 


ROME, Jan. 13 (AP) — With 
their arms upthrust in the now- 
forbidden Fascist salute 100,000 
shouting, singing Romans gave 
ex-Marshal Rodolfo Graziani a 
bigger tribute today in death 
than he ever received as Musso- 
lini’s commander. 

The “desert lion” of Fascism 
died Tuesday at a Rome clinic 
after an operation for an ulcer. 
He was 72 years old. 

His funeral today was the 
noisiest and one of the largest 
this country has seen since 
World War II. It gave ample 
evidence that Fascism is not 
dead in postwar Italy. Despite 
the noise and the barred Black- 
shirt salute, there was no vio- 
lence. A mile-long funeral cor- 


tege, which passed through 
streets jammed from wall to 
wall, sang the old Fascist battle 
hymns. The body was taken to 
Affile, 50 miles outside Rome, 
for burial.

THE HAMS, shoulders and sides of bacon are given a 
light coating of regular table salt and allowed to stand over- 
night while the brine for sugar-curing is being mixed. This 
cure is a simple one, taken some years ago from a Govern- 
ment bulletin and changed slightly to suit our taste. It 
calls for eight pounds of salt, three pounds brown sugar 
and two ounces saltpeter (which helps the meat retain its 
fresh, red color), to four and one-half gallons of water. We 
increase the water by about one gallon, mix an ounce of 
black pepper with the salt and sugar and then stir a pint 
of strained honey into the brine as it dissolves. The cura- 
tive agent is, of course, the salt, while the other ingre- 
dients are for flavor and color. 

We use big 15-gallon stone jars for curing, instead of the 
traditional hogshead, They are easier to handle when you 
want to shift the meat and are doubtless more sanitary. 
The cuts are packed into these jars and covered with the 
brine mixture; and it will be found necessary to weight 
them down so that none of the meat is exposed to the air. 

x X * 

THE REALLY TICKLISH PART of sugar-curing is the 
length of time which the meat is left in the brine. An in- 
expensive salingmeter will furnish insurance against a cur- 
ing mixture that is too strong or weak. But we also find 
that the old method of floating a fresh egg in the brine 
works very well. With the eight pounds salt to four and 
one-half gallons water, it is bound to be strong enough and 
the egg will float buoyantly. If a mild cure is desired, 
more water is added but not enough so that the egg sinks. 
Most recipes call for a cure of two to three days per pound 
for each cut, when sugar-curing in brine. Our experience 
is that for a thin cut like bacon, abeut one and one-half 
days is right—or 15 to 16 days for a 10-pound side. Longer 
than this may make it too salty. The two-day limit is about 
right for the shoulders (and jowls, if these are cured), while 
the hams can generally go for the full three days per pound.

THIS SAME TIME VARIATION applies to smoking, with 
four or five days being plenty to give the bacon an excellent 
flavor; a week sufficient for the shoulders; and two to three 
weeks for the hams if they are to hang for several months 
before being used. Our smokehouse is an exceedingly sim- 
ple affair which has been described in years past.

THE SMOKING FIRE is built well out in the mouth of 
the fireplace, so that the smoke is drawn through without 
too much heat.

We build our fire of green hickory, smothering 
it with green hickory sawdust and generally use the smok- 
ing season to prune the apple trees so that a bit of green 
apple wood can be added from time to time. Corn cobs , 
make good smoking material and a stick of sassafras can | 
de used for extra flavor. After smoking, the cuts are well- 
wrapped and hung in a cool, dry place. ,

year 2000. 

One hundred per cent “haves.” 
No have-nots. A wonderful dream 
for 1999. 

There are frightening and hor- 
hible things in this century of 
ours, but there are wonderful 
ones, too. 

No men have faced greater 
dangers. None have had greater 
opportunity.

HERE are certain biddin 
sequences which, tho 
logical enough as far as they 


go, must of necessity leave the 
slam picture badly defined. In 
such cases there is only one 


thing to do: adopt the conserva- 
tive course. It is true that slams 
will be missed occasionally by 
following this advice, but that 
is better than losing game after 
game. 

Let's examine a typical case: 

North, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 
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This is how the bidding went 
at rubber bridge, with four na- 
tionally famous players involved: 


North East South West 
4 Pass 146 Pass 
ZN. T. Pass 30 Pass 
IN. T. Pass 40 Pass 
59 Pass Pass Pass 


Before bidding five hearts, 
North, one of the country’s high- 
est ranking masters, testified to 
his own uncertainty by saying 
jocularly, “The trouble is, I 
don't know whether or not my 
dear partner has got anything.” 
He was referring, of course, to 
South's entire sequence of re- 
sponses—a sequence which was 
highly informative as to distri- 
bution but which left a great 
deal unknown about the high- 
card content of the South hand. 
Apparently, however, North felt 
that he could afford to investi- . 
gate with some margin of safety 
—hence his final heart raise. 


Unfortunately for North-South, 
however, the margin of safety 
was lacking, and although South 
hastily passed, the damage had 
already been done. West opened 
the diamond queen, and South 
ended up by losing a spade trick 
and two hearts. 


It is in such a bidding sequence 
as this that the slam picture is 
badly defined, and consequently 
the writer's advice to act con- 
servatively applies to just such 
cases. North might well take 
the position that if South cannot 
jump to four hearts over the 
very strong two no-trump rebid, 
there cannot be an odds-on play 
for a slam—and it is not too bad 
to pass up lesser slam plays.

“Oedipus the King,” with parts 
of it sung, parts intoned and 
parts in conventional dramatic 
speech.
